Lordships Sir Francis Piggott (Chief. Jus- 
tice) and Mr A. G. Wise (Puiano Judze) 
delivored judgment on the opplicati 
for a new trial in the nection xegan 
ing Wong Ka Cheun, It will be 
membered that the Officiil Recoiver in- 
atituted an actlon against Wong Ka Cheung 
alleging that he was partner in the Lai 
Hing Bank, The action was heard before 
tho Chief Justice and a jury and oocupiad 
eaveral days, the finding being that Wong 
Ko Oheun was nota partnor, Asa vosuit 
offtho trial seven Chinese—witnesses for she 
Official Receivor — were sentenced to- three 
months imprisonment for porjury, An 
appeal wag made to the Full Court to sot 
aside tha convictions for perjury but it was
